It was generally bolitved that two or 
three of the posts generally considered 
political would be left untouched, and 
in this rospeot a. less rigorous policy 
would be initiated, although the Gon- 
sorvativo ranks abound with noble 
Lords — Court peacocks only fit to 
strut and flaunt thoir fine feathers in 
the prosoaco of Eoyalty. As a whole, 
tho new Cabinet agreeably surprises 
tho nation. Eeduced to tho necessity, 
by tho passive attitude of Earl Gros- 
vernor and his collcagaos, tho Liberal- 
Conservatives who seceilod and ovori 
threw tho late Ministry, but declined 
to accept ofDco under tho now Gov- 
ornment, of making his choice from 
tho members of his former Cabinet, 
and from younger supporters who had 
in the interim mado themselves prom- 
inent, Lord Derby, it is conceded oven 
by tbe Liberal pross, has formed a 
very tolerable Ministry. "The new 
Cabinet," says tho authority before 
quoted, " may bo, and wo believo is, 
well fitted to discharge tho ordinary 
business of Government, but it is too 
littlo in accord with tbe majority of 
the House and with public opinion to 
afford much hope of a prolonged ex-> 
istonce. Several of its members pos- 
sess great constructive ability, but 
there can be littlo scope for its exer- 
cise. Wo accept Lord Derby's Minis- 
try as an interregnum, affording tho 
best opportunity of rouonstructiiig a 
Liberal Cabinet, and we are thankful 
that while it serves this purpose, and 
cannot easily exceed it, it also pre- 
sents an appearance in itself so thoi'- 
oughly respectable." The Spectator, 
akhcugh disposed to sarcasm towards 
BO.no of tho appointments, and in its 
usuul pungent language recommends 
tho new Ministry when in working 
order to "devise, or borrow, or steal u 
programme of some kind," sjieaka in 
still more laudatory terms than the 
"Thundoror" of tiie Cabinet as a 
whole. Says this journal : "Tlio now 
Tory Cabinet ia sutiieiently strong, 
and looks the stronger that it rises as 
a wliolo so high above tho level of the 
party which is to support it. As hills 
which stand up siioor from the level ol 
the sea always look a good dual higher 
tbati hills of tho same heiL;lu which 
themselvoB riso out of a ruspschibly 
high tabls-land, the fow ' talon ts' of 
the Tory party mako all tho more 
show from the exceedingly dead luvd 
out of which they towor, while the 
talents of the Liberal party aro at best 
but a selection of the higher ominonces 
in an undulating region of many slopes 
and uplands. Still, whatever bo tho 
reason, it would be uncandid to deny 
that the list of tbe new Mini, try con- 
voys an impression! of efficionuy and 
perhaps of somewhat forbidding 
strength which did not belong at all 
to the Tory Cabinet of either 1852 or 
1868..* * * On uho whole the do- 
ficiency of tbe new Goveramont lies 
certainly not in its personnel, which, 
'for such creatures as we are in sueli a 
world as tbo present,* is tolerably 
strong, but in its principles, and in tho 
intrinsic difficulty of raling by a Parli- 
amentary mioorltv." Tho Daily News 
(Liberal) regards tho members of the 
ioopming Gtoveroment " ae rospoctablo 
Instruments of a policy which can only 
be harmlosa so long as it is no policy 
at all," and thinks " that oarofiilly 
watched and checked they will cons 
duct the routine business creditably 
during tbo Ministeriaj intorrognuin." 
Tho Morning Post obIIb upon those 
who have -been oompelled to abandon 
the reins of power themselves not to 
harass those who take them up witli> 
out givipg them, some ohancB of show- 
ing their capabilities, «nd oon.9i(iors 



that tbe forbearance which should bo 
shown to any Government now taking 
oflico should bo groat. The Liberals 
having bad a long lease ot power can 
wellaitcrdto bo ibaaoanimoaB foi tho 
presept. Tho Oonservative ort^ans are 
ot coarse jnbilanji and loud in their 
'prafseg of tho Det|by Cabinet. In com- 
paring the relatiyo merits of tho two 
Proroiers, one of them congratulates 
tho country upon the ''substitution of 
the brilliant, spirited, frank and cour- 
ageous ohibi of the Conservative party 
for the moan, canning and mumbling 
dotard whom he suocoeds," and pro- 
ceeds, farther on- to say that the now 
Ministry is not only stronger in per^ 
sonnel than Jjord Derby's Administrax 
tion of 18(50, but that it nccodes to 
offlfo under circurattancos much more 
favorable to its continuanco and per- 
nianoncc. Tbe radical Daily Idc^ 
graph Is the most invotorato against 
the new Governmont, believing " that 
it means complications abroad, discon- 
tent in tbo Colonies, and disafl'cction 
in tho sister Island ; while it will in- 
evitably delay all those great social 
reforms at homo, which ougb.t not to 
bo, but are, regarded with terror and 
aversion by the Dorbyite following." 
Tho tory Standard saj's ; " The 
1 ouiitry is well pleased that the groat 
iiitorosts of tho country aro to bo iii'^ 
trusted at such an important cri.sis to 
statc.--mcn in whose honesty, ability 
und information it can place tho most 
tuorough conlidonce." Tho fall Mall 
Gazette is modo'iite, and says: "It 
will bo the absolute duty oi nil pub- 
lic men to "upport tho now Ministry 
as long as their Government is 
wisely conducted." Such is tho 
tone of tho Ijondon Press, ami, 
aiihough it it admitt:d on all hands, 
that tbe Liberal isutill stronger than the

LAST NIGHT'S DESPATCHES. 

The Asceut of Mount Baker. 

Schome, Auj;ust 24— The party consisting 
of Messrs Uolemao, Teouaot and Bennei 
have just returned from an exploration of 
.Mount Baker, having been absent sixteen 
days. They report baving bad fine weather, 
and a pleasant trip. Tboy reacbed tbe base 
of tbo mountain on tbe evening of the 16th 
and made the ascent the next day, ependiog 
two da^s and one night on the mountain. 
The first day they reacbed a point about 
huH way up the raouotaio and passed the 
night, and next moroing made an early siatt 
and reacbed a point wilbio some filty feet 
ol tho summit, where ibey were stopped by a 
perpendicnlar wall ol ice and aoow, which 
ttirealened to fall at any instant oqJ dash 
iheci to alums and stopped their lurlhor pro- 
gress in that direclion. Thoy are fully satis- 
lied, hud they diverged a littlo to their left 
liaiid a shoit distance below the point reached, 
they nonid bave made the ascent. Tbe as> 
cent of the monatain is diffionlt, but by no 
means impassable, and they have established 
tlie fact that tbe ascent can be made by the 
route they pursued. The crater of the moun- 
tain was passed by the parly at the distance 
ot some four huiidied yards, and it was di^ 
churf^irig smoke plentifully with a strong 
sulphurous smell, The inouniains around 
the base ol Mount Baker, aro open and cov- 
erad with the most luxuriant giowih of grass 
and flowere, all blooming and fresh as in 
fpring. The party collected quite a number 
of now and rare plants, tbe ptarmigan or 
wliiio partridge was also seen. Elk, doer, 
Ijuar and wolvo.'< are plentiful. The Star.i and 
Stripes were left lloatin;^ at tho highest point 
reached, and the parly are determined, in 
lioollier Hcanon, to [)ul them on the suniiiiit. 
I'hey were unablu to detormioo the altitude, 
on accouQt of tb'e defective apparatna, which 
proved to be utterly worthless. Water boiled 
ai tho camp at the base of tbe Mount, at 
1!)2 degrees. Tbe want of lime and the disf 
lanoo from their camp, prevented them from 
milking another ascent, and in view of the 
(lilliL-ultitH whieh the purly hiid to contend 
Willi, ihi'v hiivu done all tliiit could be ex- 
pi cti'il and more. Going by tho course o( 
the river over one hundred miles, and ihen 
taking packs and pushing fllteea or twenty 
miles through the densest forest growth, 
over bills and rapid torrents, without shelter 
nearer than Sfty miles, some idea of the dilh- 
culiies met and overcome may bo formed.

The AgiicuUiirai Commiltec's lulcr- 
view with the Covcnior. 

The Committoo appointed at tho 
agricultural meeting, held on tlio lotli 
August, waited on tho Governor on 
Thursdaj'. August 23d, ii) porsiianco 
of tho resolution pasaod to that cltoct. 

Tho deputation having been cour 
teously received by His Jixcclloncj', 
Mr Garrett read tho resolutions which 
had boon adopted by tho public moot- 
ing. 

His Excellency replied ; 

1. That tho public welfare was 
much retarded by tho unhappy posi- 
tion of tho Crown Lands. The Hoase 
of Assembly bad declined to acoodo to 
the terms proposed by Her Majesty's 
Govornment, but had failed to suggest 
any bettor plan for dealing with the 
Crown Lands of the Colony. Hatters 
wore therefore stationary, and he had 
not tho power to put them in motion. 
So fur therefore as tho Indian Kesor- 
V OB and other Crown property are 
concerned, he regretted being unable 
to meet the views of the deputation. 

2. So far back as 1864, he had a re- 
turn made of all the lands which bad 
besn sold or preempted. This return 
showed the startling fact that 118,000 
acres wore held under the various 
Land Acts of tho Colony for which 
no payment whatever had been made, 
of which only 23,000 acres were pro- 
fessedly occupied 1 Thus in round 
nambers, about 100,000 acres were 
held without being utilized or improv- 
ed In any way, yielding no revenue of 
anykiad. Jjet. this large territory be 
cultivated and we could afford to wait 
patioatly the correct settlement of the 
Grown Lands question. 

But how wad this desirable object 
to be obtained 7 In his opinion there 
was but one way of reaching, the evil. 
Let a tax be levied on every acre by 
wbomsoever held in lieu of the Beal 
Estato*Taz. The industrious farmer 
would not feel it, because be had a re- 
turn from bis land; the speculator 
would speedily give way to some 
one who was inclined to work. Land 
bad its duties as well as its rights, and 
if'one man did not fulfil those duties 
ho should either pay for the luxury of 
neglecting them, or allow somebody 
, else to come in who was willing to un- 
dertake their discharge. 

The present Lani Proclamation 
Act be considered a failure ; tho 
figures already referred to proved that 
with the most convincing clearness. 
It allowed a class of men to obtain 
land who immediately evaded its spirit 
and object, and without ever putting 
iu a plough sat down and wondered 
why they were not rich. Tax them 
find they toill work or^sell, 

9. The Beal Estate Tax being 
penalty upon improvement ho con- 
sidered to be wrong in principle. It 
prpssed ppon tbe'roan of indqHtry, and 
favored the indolent. This should bo 
amended without delay. 

4. As for the extension of the per- 
mit system, he could not see his way 
to reoommond that. As the enlight 
ened principles of Free Trade ben 
came bettor understood, the value of 
4irect over indirect taxation was bo- 
oemjog nfore ipore apparent.' The 
lioavy expense, tlfo fraud, and tho 
vice which ii]aport duties led to, were 
Rapidly oonvinoing the world of 
tho superiority of JPree Trade. B.e 
ooijild not make out tho juatioo and 
wiB4oi» of taxing the poor man's loaf 
wffile' the rioh EjD^n's o^ntpagno en- 
tered free, He thought the pnly pro- 
tection required by the farmers of this 
Colony was, that' as great faotlity as 
possible for getting their produce to 
market Bbonld be afforded them.

Fditoiis Colonist and CimoNiCMi : — As 
the operation of the tariff on the catllo which 
ara brought to this port is not generally un- 
derstood, allow mo to oiler a few words in 
explanation. Before the lax of four dollars 
per head was impused, two year old heifers 
and atecra oould be purchased at from ai.xteen 
tu twonly dollars raob. These animals, if 
bought at ladyday and turned out lo graze, 
would be worth by the following Mieliaoliii; a 
forty dollars for bcul. 'I'hus in six nMiiilis 
each one would pay twenty dollars to the 
Colony ; but sinco the iiiipo.silion of tho 
tarili fiuch slock is not to bo purehiiscil uiidur 
lliirly ilollar.s por bead, which with oltier 
expenses and risk, bring tho first cost to 
near what thoy would yield when fattened, to 
allow of Ihoir being a auliicicntly remuiiern- 
tive investment. Now instead of thoir be- 
ing brought over and fed hero, they are fed 
on the other side of the water and at length 
sold lo us as fat beef at a much higher price. 
This Colony gains four dollars per head on 
tliern when imporled, hut Iu do iliis iiie liren- 
,'y (loHiirs piT hi:iid irhicit iroiild have been 
(jainal if iiiipnriLd wUliouf a tariff, and fed 
hew IS a sdcnjicc. i. e. to rcii/ixc Jour dnHars 
p'jrheaioii such stock by a tar{ll'wt:Jbrc[/o hvct," 
ty dollars, and our neightiors got what wo 
sacrifice. Their grass ia converted into ns 
many dollara per head more than wo should 
have paid if we could have bought them at 
twenty dollars— fattened tbem ourselves, aa 
tbe increased prioe which tbey get of ua for 
tbeir fat stock over their lean. We are thus 
playing a pretty game by our cattle tariti in 
their favor and against ourselves. L3t mo 
give au e.vamplB, as this (pie^tinn ought to to 
very clearly understood. A farmer whom 1 
know had arranijed to invest in 50 hoad (d 
such stock as above mentioned before last 
spring. A cattle dealer had agreed lo supply 
iheiu at $20 per head, but ere Iho appniniod 
lime had arrived, tliu larill had been laid on. 
The dealer then could not supply them nn er 
S30 per bead, giving tbe most sutjdtBaiiai 
reasucs, wbioh I Will ool now go ioto| siu h 
being the fact tbe farmer daclioed the inve»ia 
inent ; for by lha time ho had paid lor each 
and 34 per head for convuying them lo 
his farm, he could .lol find asuliieieiit margin 
to indemnify him for labor, risk and iho 
interest ol ttie money expended. Ttius the 
Colony lost tho chance of making 520 — .00 
limes told, less tlie S4 per head tariff, and tho 
farmer was deprivoil of tbe nnnns ol legitim 
ate gain. Now if in^-teud ol one farmer you 
take :)0 or CO who miL'ht Ibaa ioveat their 
capital, you will see what u deprivation is m- 
flicied both on individuals and on the commu* 
nity by thia miaerable tails'. Ii may be ask- 
ed why are not tho farmers satisfied lo buy 
yearlings which come in at a tariff of SI per 
head ? There are two plain reasons, 1st 
yearlings require to be winierml before thoy 
can be made into beef, whioli Is both costly 
und hazardous in this olimato. 2d tho inves- 
tor is kept so long out of hia money with an 
increase of risk. For other reasons, yearlings 
will nut always anawer the purpose. A short 
time ogo a gentleman ol this city bought 100 
acres ol land at Sunastei's plains : this land is 
well adapted as a spring and summer aiock 
range, a crop ooi)ld not be raised thereon for 
winter feed. See then how prejudicially 
this tarifT ucis in such a case , and there aio 
many of tbem — it prohibits our valued neigh- 
bor from pulling on his land tho only t-tock 
for which it is adapted — in elleot it thiows 
his land by as worltiless. If our leyi<laliirs 
aro so unacquainted with the real circuin- 
stancea of the Colony, they hud bettor in- 
form their minds bolore ooosentlog to 
pcrpetnalo a system so injuriooa to tho oom- 
mnnity, at tbe present time tbe otmosi oQoris 
should be made to render oar land proiluc< 
live. It matters not whether the produce 
hi! consiiined here or in British Columbia — 
wliother Ihe actual owners ol Iho land reside 
hero or in England like rnanv of tlie sharo" 
hoMers in the Xanaiino O'lal field, as Ion;,' ns 
w(i raise ihe [irodiicR, and that we iniy l.c 
the recipiiJiits of the money which thi.t pro- 
duce commands. There are important 
obligations allaoln'd to lands which ought 
always lo bo niado snbdervlent to Iho wel- 
fare of llio cointnunity. The most approved 
principles of political economy diuiainl this; 
a man may buy land witliont, any ajiecilied 
conditions bein;; nicnlioiicil in llic sale, yet 
tlierc! are iiaptiril i;onilitioiis, which are sure- 
ly not that a man in ly hiild it unimproved, 
iiiUL-oil, ti) Iho prejadicu of tho coinninnity.

ihro'-vn open to piucliii'-e and si alenn'iit, and 
lot every lacility be granted lor tho-o latidJ

SMALI, DEBTS COURT WANTED 

Tho iuoi'cIkuUs and traders of Nan- 
:iini(j, liiivo lo/)g ago pleaded in various 
wa\-.s, lor the establishment of a Hinall 
l)ol)ls Court in that town, for the 
want of which thoy aro great Bufl'or> 
er.s. It is no uso trying to seek re* 
(lre.'<H in, or from, the Courts of Victo. 
ria, bccaiisci in notirly every case a 
day or two tiftur a sniiimons is served, 
calling a person to Viotoria to answer 
for his debts, said porson is found 
wanting — having most probably gone 
to tho other sldo. Sovoral cascj of 
thi.s kind havo lately hapiieiiod. As 
tho law now stands, any unprincipled 
follow can ran up an account in. each 
of the stores in town, and caii then 
leave and laugh at his creditors with 
impunity— they havo no alternativo 
but to lot him go. It may bo said 
that credit should not bo given b^' 
business men to any person, without 
sorao tangible security of being safe; 
but it may bo urged, contrariwise, 
that -iH the greater portion of tho iui 
liabitaiUs — the workmen ot the V. C. 
iM. Co — only recoivo their wages 
iiiuntlily, it would be difficult to carry 
on a nearly money business altogoth- 
ar. It is not a very easy matler, 
moreover, lo tell who is good security. 
Of course when bo has tho names of a 
largo number of delinquent payers on 
his books, the merchant finds himself 
pressed to meet tho claims others havo 
upon hiin. It is a disgrace to tho 
Colony, tho fact that only in one hour, 
a trader has any chance by process of 
law, to get what may bo owing to 
bim. 

A TAX NniSANOB 
Another source of complaint and 
annoyance ia Nanaimo, is iho wa.it of 
a place or person lo whoca taxes could 
be paid. At present all ta.xes musi 
bo paid into tho Treasury at Victoria. 
Tho inconvenience of this rule and 
tho loss to tho Colony, must be tnani- 
foHt, when I slate that go tleraon, not 
a few of them owing some nine 
inoiilhs salaries tax, havo loft tho 
country without paying anything at 
ifll, and that many others are in ar- 
roar who find it very awkward to send 
;i lew dollaiH to the Tieaaury, and 
rather cxpon-sivo lo teku Ibcm. When 
will a remedy bo provided? 

THE BOIIE 

The Bore intended to pierce tho 
Nowcasllo seam of coal (iho same 
seam that is about to bo opened up at 
Uarowood) is down somo 50 fathoms 
and tho coal, it is oxpcclod, will ho 
reaohed in another monih. Should tho 
demand warrant it, the V. C. M. Co. 
will probably sink a shaft to work thiH 
valuable coal at once.
